MY LONGEST DAY, 


George Parsons and I were enemies 


from the first; we did not affiliate as 
boys in the village school, and as we 
passed together into the higher grades 
we became even less friendly. 
We did 


not use our fists on each other, but with- 
in each breast there still rankled the re- 
membrance of unsettled okl' scores. 
Later on we bestowed our affections upon 
the snme Tfidy 
Laura, Marshall was not 


* coqtiotte, but it seemed to, take her a 


£ time to make 'up her mind which 


one was to be the' hapj^y man. When 
iier uuojce was announced Parsons \vaa 
turiouaapd we had bitter words before 
witnesses.

About the time of our marriage Par- 


sons-and I began business in the •same 
line. This was unfortunate, and had 
either been aware of the other's inten- 
tion, it is doubtful if we would have be- 
come competitors in so small ai place; 
as it was we never missed an opportu- 
nity to injure each other. It was a f ool- 
sh feud between us, but such silly quar- 
rels are common in every country vil- 
'ge. 
1 think Laui'a worried over the mat- 


ter more than any one else, and often 
attempted to heal the breach between 
us, but it widened every day. George, 
however, was as agreeable to her as he 
was bitter to me. 


One day our townspeople were startled 


by the announcement that Parsons had 
disappeared. His business affairs were 
prosperous and everything in good order. 
He was a reticent sort of fellow, but had 
n left of his own accord he would 
sAurally have left some word with his 


clerk or at his boarding place, but none 
could be found. 
As time passed the 


mysterious disappearance became the 
one topic of conversation in our village. 


On the morning it became known 1 


discharged our servant maid for a fre- 
quent neglect of duty. She was cha- 
grined at her dismissal and soon spread 
stories that were founded partly on facts. 
My wife had been seen in earnest con- 
versation vrith Parsons the previous day; 
we had a little tiff at the tea table, and I 
had not returned home that night till 
quite late. It was plain to be seen that 
public opinion was forming against me, 
as it became necessary that some one 
must bo suspected to give the gossiping 
tongues an occupation. 


In less than a week some boys found a

Could I have proved that I passed the 


hours from 8 till 11 o'clock on the night 
that Parsons disappeared in walking 
opon a lonely road, all the other testi- 
mony would have proved worthless, but 
I did not remember meeting a single per- 
son abroad that night after 8 o'clock. 
When I returned home the streets were 
deserted. I was harassed about business 
matters, vexed with my wife and suffered 
from a headache, but -when I explained 
this it was evident that my story was 
not credited. 


My counsel waa an old and tried friend 


of my youth, but he did not possess the 
ability to show the jury the flimsy char- 
acter of the evidence of the prosecution. 
It was against his advice that the case 
had been put on trial BO early, but so 
confident was I of acquittal that I did 
not realize on what precarious ground I 
stood, I felt that in some way my inno- 
cence would be proved, although I stood 
almost alone in my belief. The trial 
was a brief one, and the arguments of 
the lawyers werejtyon finished. To these 
and the charge of the judge I listened 
like one in a trance. The jury passed 
out and a few friends came to me with 
words of cheer and hope.

Harkl the jury is returning. 
Surely 


they cannot have made up their minds 
in so short a time to condemn a fellow 
man to life imprisonment. In response 
to a request from the judge I stand up 
and face the jury. 
There is not a 


friendly countenance among the twelve. 
[ barely hear the ominous word "Guilty!" 
which the foreman speaks. The shock 
<s so unexpected that I scarcely realize 
the meaning of tho judge's cruel words 
as he pronounces the sentence of impris- 
onment for life. The hoar is late, and 
ho li. r.nsious to bo at home. Ho has no 
compassion for me. They lead me back 
to iuy cell, and, thanks to some unknown 
friend who drops a potion in my coffee, 
I soon fall asleep. Exhausted nature 
can stand the strain no lonsrer. 


1 am nroused in the early morning, 


and a few friends come in to say fare- 
well, they realize the situation more 
fully than I do. A fahort railway jour- 
ney, a ride in a boxlike carriage and the 
prison is reached. I answer a few ques- 
tions mechanically and exchange my 
clothing for the striped dress of a con- 
vict. 
With an officer I pass down a 


flight of steps and through a long corri- 
dor lighted by a single flame. I am 
pushed into a small, dark, ill smelling 
cell, and for the first time realized that 
the judge's last words to me were, "And 
the first day thereof bhull be in solitary 
confinement." 


Everything had been a dream up U 


this moment, but the awakening is ter- 
rible. As I hear the last echo of the re- 
treating footsteps I comprehend my posi- 
tion—alone in prison, 
It seoms as if 1 


shall go uiad; a feeling of suffocation 
overcomes mo, as in vain 1 attempt to 
cry out and clutch at the bare stone 
walls. My head throbs as if it would 
burst, the wildest thoughts crowd to nay 
brain in a confused mass, I do not com- 
prehend them. My blood courses through 
its veins liko riviuels of molten fire, 
burning the flesh at each pulsation. 
How long the paroxysm lasts I know 
not, as in the darkness I can take no 
note of time, but when 1 grow culm I 
think out the course of the trial. 


I review my past life, live over again 


my childhood, watch the purling brook 
that in the summer kept me from my 
books; I can remember every angry 
word that Parsons and I have spoken, 
and groan in anguish; then the days of 
our courtship rise before mo; how proud 
was I on the day Laura promised to be 
mine;-how happy our brief married life 
had been. 1 realize that no farewells 
have been spoken, but she must visit 
me. How long must I -wait before we 
should meet again? 


The long hours pass away until it 


seems as if the night had come; I find a 
can of water and gratefully cool my 
parched throat; then I seek to lie down 
for the night, but the cell is too small. 
The light apparently grows dim, and in 
a cramped position I try to get a little 
sleep; again wild thoughts surge through 
my brain, bat at last I lose conscious- 
ness.

Again I am wide awake. How long I 


have slept I know not, but I am cold 
and doze until it seems as if the night 
would never end. I never experienced 
one so long before; the silence is oppres- 
sive. Thero is a rush of cold air, and I 
feel that another day had dawned. 1 
remember that I have eaten nothing 
since entering the prison, and also that 
a loaf of bread lay beside the can of 
water. I clutch it ravenously, but the 
mouthfnls choke me. Must I go on, day 
after day, in this prison? Is there no 
help for me? How slow the hours pass; 
have they forgotten me in my solitary 
cell, and would it become my grave? 
Oh, for the sight of a living face or the 
sound of a human voice, even if it was 
but to urge me on to harder tasks; wil- 
lingly would I work if I could only be 
among other men, 


After I have almost lost all hope of es- 


cape, I hear footsteps approaching. At 
last the hour of my deliverance is at 
hand. How long it takes the jailor to 
reach my cell; he is walking slowly. He 
halts before my door, deliberately inserts 
the key, the bolts move slowly, the door 
swings open and I step forth. I devoutly 
offer a mental prayer of thankfulness. 
I 


follow my conductor and soon stand in 
the presence of the warden, who grasps 
my hand, saying: "I have good news for 
you—you are free." 


I tottered and would have fallen had 


an officer not assisted me. I cannot re- 
alize that my imprisonment is at an end. 


My amazement is even greater when 


George Parsons comes forward, but in 
the hearty handshake that follows we 
became friends. His story is soon told. 
He had received a letter stating that his 
uncle -was seriously ill in a neighboring 
state and wished to see him; at first he 
determined to start the following day, 
but found that walking across to a junc- 
tion he could take an express train that 
night. 


Hastily preparing for the journey he 


wrote a letter of explanation for his 
clerk, but it was laid in a book and not 
found until his return. 
He found his 


uncle dying, but arrived in time to re- 
ceive his blessing and a fortune. It now 
became necessary for him to make a 
journey west, and he left immediately. 
Not until his return home did he learn 
of the supposed tragedy, and lost no 
time in coming to the prison to release 
me. 


"I have telegraphed to the governor," 


the warden said, "and if yon gentlemen 
will step in and take dinner with me 
you may take the afternoon train for 
home. It will be an unusual sight," he 
added jocularly. 


"But," I asked. "Ho-w can we reach 


home tonight? There is no train to our 
place on Sunday," 


They looked at me in astonishment. 
"How long do you suppose yon have 


been in prison?" asked the warden. 


"About twenty-four hours." 
"You -were in the solitary forty-five 


minutes," was the reply. 


But it was the longest day of my life.

CHILEAN NAV1KS. 


Tho trouble between the United States 


unil Chile, which possibly may result in 
serious difficulty, has led to a compari- 
son of the present effective naval power 
of the two countries. The San Francisco 
Bulletin of Friday says of our now navy 
the following ships are ready for scivice 


Tlie Baltimore, now at Valparaiso 


4,413 tons, four 8-inch and six C incl 
guns; tho Saa Francisco, at Oallao, 
4,083 tous, twelve G-iucli 
guns; tlio 


Charleston, in China waters, where she

troubles there, 3,730 tons, two 8-inch nnd 
six 6-inch guns; the Boston, en route for 
Valparaiso, 3,180 
tons, two 8-inch and

route for Valparaiso, 1,700

0-iuch guns. 
At Eastern navy yards or 


other points ou tho Atlantic Coast arc 
the Chicago, 4,500 tons, four 8-inch 
eight C-inch and two 5-inch guns; the 
Philadelphia an-1 Newark of 4,334 and 
4,083 tous respectively, each carryiu 
twelve 6-inch guns; the Atlanta, 3,189 
ttons, two 8-iuch and sis 6-inch guno 
hu Concord and Bennington, each 1,700 
tons, and mounting six 0-inch guns; the 
Petrel, 890 tons, four 6-inch guns; the 
Miantonomah, double-turrott, ironclad 
monitor, 3,990 tous, four 10-inch guns 
tbe Vesuvius, dynamite gunboat, 7Sc 
tons, three 
15-inch 
dynamite 
guns 


Total, fournteen ships, mounting four 
10-inch, fourteen 8-inch, ninety 0-inch 
nnd two 5-inch rifles and three 15-inch 
dynamite guns. 


Chili, since tho sinking of the Blanco 


Encalada in the recent civil war, has but 
two ironclads, the Almirante Cochrane 
an old-style caseraated ship of 3,500 
tons, carrying four 18-ton and two 7J 
ton muzzle-loading rifles, with 9-inch 
armor at.the water-line, and the Huascar 
of still older stylo, 2,000 tons, two 12-ton 
muzzle-loaders, two forty-pounders, and 
armor from four and a half to five nnd a 
half inches. Tho Esmeralda is the pro- 
t o t j p e o f o n r Charleston, but of smaller 
tonnage, with two 20-inch and six G-inch 
guns. 'The Lynch and Oundell are small 
torpedo cruisers carrying n few light, 
quick-firing guns and of high speed. 
There are also several small torpedo 
boats, which made no showing in tho 
late war. Besides these there arc un- 
armored vessels as follows: The Abtus, 
1,030 tons, one 70 and four 40-pounders; 
tho Chacabuco, 1,100 
tons, three 8-inch 


and two 70-pouuders; the O'lliggins, 
1,100 tous, three 7-iuch and four 40- 
pounders, and the Pilcomayo, 600 tons, 
two 70 and two 40-pounders. 
Tnose are 


comparatively antiquated vessels, and 
their guns, although rifled, are of tlie 
old muzzle-loading pattern. 
Tho Mag- 


allanes, a composite vessel of 800 tons, 
has one 7-inch breech-loader and some 
rapid-fire 
guns. 
During 
tho recent 


troubles a few merchant steamers were 
utilized for naval purposes, transport, 
etc. The Presidente Errazuriz, now en 
route to Chile from France, where she 
was recently completed, is n torpedo 
cruiser of 2,080 tons, ninotoen knots 
speed, two 4.7-iuch and four 2^-inch 
rapid-firing 
guns, and 
throe torpedo 


tubes. She should now soon make her 
appearance at Valparaiso. 
Her sister 


ship, tho Presidente Pinto, has not yet 
left Europe. There is also the modorn 
ironclad, Capitaino Prat, under construc- 
tion for Chili in France, but sho need 
not be counted in the present calculation1 


Tho effective Chilean naval force, out- 


side of torpedo boats, may, therefore, bo 
placed at eight ships, mounting two 10- 
inch, six 9-incb, five 70 and twelve 40 
pounder guns. The Esinerakla is tho 
only modern craft emong them, excepl; 
the torpedo cruisers. 


Atvaro Evans, who has been inquiring 


into the price of stock cattle in Arizona 
and New Mexico and the cost of getting 
them to Nevada, Qnds that two-year-olds 
arc held at $11 per head and that the 
rate of transportation iu train-load lots 
of 18 cars is $109 per car from Arizona 
and $125 per car from Doming, New 
Mexico, to Reno. 


The name of Hon. Thomas Wren of 


Eureka, who was elected to the House of 
Representatives from

SAN FBANCISCO, October 31.—A Valpa- 


raiso letter nnder date of September 15th 
details at length the topics under discus 
sion by the Chileans relative to (be atti- 
tude of the United Slutts during th« war 
against Balmaceda. The letttr refer* to 
the allegations of the Chileans that United 
States Minister Egan was intimate with 
Balmaceda and that bin sympathies were 
with the .'atter'a Government, and Ihut 
since Balmaoeda'a downfall 
Egan'tf 
in- 


fluence baa protected many political prison- 
ers. The letter states that it bos been 
generally understood tbat tho American 
Minister intended opening a commercial 
house in YalpataiBO after the expiration of 
his term of office and made use of bis in- 
lloenoe with the late Government for bis 
future prospective benefit. 'Reference is 
also made to tbe charges that Admiral 
Brown of the United States cruiser San 
Francisco acted the part of informant to 
Baltuaceda concerning tbe Congteaaion- 
aliat'a movements and had afforded pro- 
tection to President-elect Vienna, tbe offl 
oers of

Government 
and 


others. Admiral Brown's tetter to Minis- 
tor Egan in icply to dome of these charges 
and as printed in tbe Ferrocariil and re 
published in other journals is given as 
follows: 


Ms DEAR MB. EGAN:—la regard to tbe 


slanderous articles which have appeared iu 
the newspapers relative to my going in 
this ship to Quinteros on tha afternoon of 
tbe 30th ult., I have to say that under 
ordinary circumstances I would consider it 
beneath my dignity as an officer of tbe 
United States Navy to notice even in this

will give you a circumstantial statement of 
the events of the day. 
While walking on 


abore in the morning I met a Government 
officer who told me the opposition had 
made a landing at Quinteroa. I wont at 
once to tne office of Admiral Viel, and he 
said that at? A. u. be received a telegram 
from Qainteros reporting that -the oppo- 
sition were landing. This telegram gave 
the names of tbe mon-of-war, and stated 
that there were five transports and three or 
four small steamers in the expedition. 
This was cot a secret, for every one on tbe

of 
Valparaiso 
knew 
it 
as 


soon as I. 
I 
came afloat and in- 


formed 
German 
Admirals Valois and 


Sinois, and British officer Captain St. 
Glair of my intention of going to Quinteros 
and at the time said I would take an offi- 
cer from their ship if they desired to send 
one. Admiral Valois did so. 
I reached 


Quinteroa bay and seeing no evidence of a 
battle oame back to this port where we an- 
chored about 5 p. M. I sent an officer on 
shore with a cablegram which he had to 
take to the Intendenoia to be approved. 
My message to tbe Secretary of tbe Navy 
was in the code, so no one knew its pur- 
port. The officer who went on shore told 
me tbat everyone knew that tbe opposi- 
tion had reached tbe Aconcagua river, in 
fact ho obtained more information than I 
bad. 
No information was given by me 


and tbe crew of tbe boot which went on 
shore was cautioned not to answer any 
questions. On the 29th nit. I called in 
uniform on Admiral Montt and Colonel 
Holley and renewed acquaintance with 
them whiob bad been made at Iquique. 
I 


was cordially received by botb. 
I ex- 


plained to Senor Montt the facts connected 
with my visit to Qniuteroa.

THR LITERARY EXERC18KS. 


The Opera House was filled with a large 


and respectable audience, in which the fair 
sex was well represented. The exercises 
wero opened by the President of the day, 
who, with a voice full of vigor, spoke as 
follows: 


Twenty-seyen years ago to-day the sig- 


nature of Abraham Lincoln made Nevada 
a Sovereign State in the American Union. 


Ever since the 4th of July, 1865, has 


there been a star in the blae field of the 
American flag that proclaimed to the world 
our independence as a State. That star is 
no leas in size than its other sister stars 
that cluster there together. It is no I«BB 
brilliant, No man can lay his finger on a 
single star and say this is Nevada's star, 
because it is smaller and less bright than 
the other?. It has lost its identity in its 
equality. Bat we know it is there, and we 
love that flag more and we love our Nation 
more because it is our star and wo are 
ready to defend it with our fortunes and 
our lives. 


Through the many vicissitudes of fortune, 


through the changes our State has under- 
gone from the darkness and gloom that 
has at timee o'ershadowed us, that star has 
continued to shine with all its brightness, 
for whatever else has happened, the stain 
of dishonor has never tarnixhed or dimin- 
ished its glory. 


'Some there may ba who will ask, What 


hare we to celebrate for to-day? What is 
it that Nevada possesses that she may be 
proud of and rejoice in the possession of? 
What is the good of our having a Natal 
Day? 


Let me answer by taking, What is (he 


good of any country celebrating such a day 
as this? What is the benefit to the United 
States that on the i;h of July sixty millions 
of her people join in celebrating the day 
of her birth? Is it not after all a day 
thrown away, and nothing to show for it at 
night but a tired people, worn out from 
the day's exercises. 
Why not dispose 


with the 4th of July? Why not forget the 
22ncl of February? 
V'hy not cease to dec- 


orate the graves of Hhe Blue and the Gray 
heroes who fell on a hundred battle fields, 
yielding up their lives 'for the cause they 
believ«d to be jnsl? Why do it if it is idle 
show? 


What difference will it make to as aa 


Americans if we forget the heroes ot '76? 
What difference will it make to America if 
ber people no longer bear the Declaration 
of Independence read from ten thousand 
lOitrums? What difference will it make to 


us us Americans if we never ogaiu hear 
that our Revolutionary fathers left their 
blood-stained 
footprints 
on the 
frozen 


ground of New Jersey that WB may be a 
tree 
people 
to-day? 
Whnt 
do 


we care 
for 
Lexington 
or 
Concord, 


for Bunker IIiH or Brnndywirn-? 
What to 


us ia the BD»W or ice; the cold at>d tbo 
hunger at Valley Fcrge? 
What t o n s is it 


that Washington during that awful Winter 
on bended knees asVed God to bless a 
righteous cause? What to us is it that the 
old bellman in ihe old Stale-house in Phil- 
adelphia rang out a century's oppression 
and tyrany; rang in freedom and equality 
forever? 
Why should we set aside a day 


every year to honor the memory of Wash- 
ington? He has been dead a century and 
bis dust at Mount Veruon itsts quietly. 
Why not let his memory Bleep as peace- 
fully as his ashes, with no sound to disturb 
it save the faint ripples of the Potomac? 
Why decorate the graves of soUierg, why 
build monuments to their valor? 
They 


are dead; DO more will tha thunder of bat- 
tle disturb them; no more will brother 
fight against brother. It ia all over. 
It 


was a bloody picture. 
Let us forget it all; 


let us not bring it tack to memory. What, 
though our country is well united through 
the blood of those martyrs, it is a thing of 
the past. 
What good will it avail us to 


honor the dead? 


We live in the present; our hopes are in 


the futare. "The past is gone and can- 
not be recalled." Why bring these scene! 
to mind? Why not forget them? 
Yes, 


whj? Ah, that is a question worthy our 
consideration. 
Can we 
forget 
them? 


Shall we forget them? 
No, no, I say, we 


never can forget them and live. 


When American people forget Valley 


Forge; whem they forget the Declaration; 
when they forget the precept and exemple 
of Washington; when they cease to strew 
with flowers the graves of departed soldiers 
a nation's priceless sacrifice on the altar of 
union; when all these things pass unno- 
ticed and unobserved by the people of the 
U- ited States, then will begin to crumble 
aud fall to pieces, the foundation on which 
our Government rests, which ia the pa- 
triotism of the people. 


Born iu every man is a love of country; 


bat like everything else that is ia his na- 
ture it mast not be starved 
or it 


will die. The 
spark 
of patriotism 


that glows in every American's breast 
must not be permitted to die out, for when 
it dies we are lost. Once, twice or thrice 
a year that spark needs to be fanned to a 
flame, and the fuel renewed to keep it 
burning. 


But what haa all this to do with our cel- 


ebration to-day-? It haa this to do with it. 
We, as Nevadftns 
mast 
arouse 
from 


our lethargy. We must play the part ol 
Rip Van Winkle no longer. 
We must de- 


velop within our borders a true patrotiam, 
and a grouter lova and respect for oar 
State. We have suffered misfortune and we 
have been mocked by our more prosperous 
Bisters till we ourselves have almost grown 
to believe wo are unworthy the high posi- 
tion wo hold. 
Bat the darkest time is just 


before day, and already we begin to see 
the dawn of a new and brighter oia. We 
must respect ourselves and then wo can 
command the respect of otburs. 
New 


blood is begiuuing to flow ^in Nevada's 
veins; new energy is taking possession of 
her people. A new generation is nppear- 
itg for the first time in her history. 
May 


this generation banish much that is un- 
worthy of her fair name. 


The celebration ' of this day, I believe, 


will have its 
effect 
in moulding the 


fotare of our State. 
The young men who 


are to take upon their shoulders the re- 
sponsibilities of government mast over 
have before them her glorious history, and 
the memory of that hardy race of pioneers 
who laid our State's foundation so well 
most ever be kept green. 


Thoagh now we may be faw in nuTjbsrs 


and weak, the future looks bright before 
us, 
We have a great State yet to build on 


these sagebrush plains. Bat we must also 
remember that a great State does not so 
much depend on the number as on the 
quality of her citizens." 


The remarks of President Norcross were 


received with applause and were followed 
by prayer by the Chaplain, Rev. Wm, 
Lncas, who invoked the divine blessing 
apon our native sons and battle-born State. 
A daet followed by Mrs. G. B. Hymers 
and Miss Flo Pinniger, which was well 
rendered, and brought forth hearty cheers. 
The band, under the leadership of Profes- 
sor Hoskios, rendered a choice selection, 
after which the President introduced the 
Orator of the Day, C. D. Van Dozer, who 
said:

Nevada is one of America's young- 


est children, 
Her father is popularly 


knowu aa Uncle Sam. 
We refer to 


her mother with pride and patriotism 
as the Goddess of Liberty. She has 
ttie proud distinction of belonging to 
the most distinguished political fam- 
ily the world has ever known. In 
this justly celebrated family are forty- 
four sisters, of which Nevada is the 
•wayward girl, the traditional Cinder- 
ella, upon whom is placed all the 
drudgery toward whom her 
forty- 


three proud sisters point the linger o£ 
shame and over whom they would un- 
justly throw a veil of shame and in- 
famy. 


All her fine clothing has been appro- 


priated by ber selfish sisters. The old 
maid of the family, Ohio, in 1873, sur- 
reptitiously stole her beautiful skirts 
of silver. 
Sister California has ac- 


quired a reputation before the world 
for sweet singing, oratory and journal- 
ism, on Nevada's brains. In the early 
sixties there was a general family row 
between the hot-headed sisters of the 
South and the stubborn sisters ot the 
North, which threw Uncle Bam into 
bankruptcy, Cordelia like, Nevada did 
not desert the old gentleman bat gave 
him enough wealth to restore his lost 
credit.

Jason-like 
ho is iu quest of the beautiful silver 
skirt. This valiant prince ia inarching 
into the stronghold of the enemy end 
is boldly attacking the gold bug mon- 
sters that are trying to protect old Ohio 
and retain the silver skirt. The vic- 
tory is all bat complete and soon Nevada 
will again wear that inautlo of which 
she has been disrobed, for to-day 


Ohio wears her skirts of Btlvor, 
OulU'oriita weais her slirt of gold. 
Nevada wears no skirts at &11, 
Bat slio'll yet there just the same. 


For one BO young her history has 


been peculiarly interesting and full of 
thrilling western romance. 
Her very 


birth, at the time when the union wns 
in the throes of a civil revolution, the 
very purpose for which she was con- 
ceived, gives to Nevada a historical 
significance that attaches to no other 
State in the union. It is true that the 
snowy crested summits of the Sierras, 
bathed in a flood of golden sunshine, 
nor the stars at night se£ in the azure 
sky like isles slumbering on the bosom 
of the ocean can look down upon beau- 
tiful valleys in Nevada,whose soil has 
been watered by the blood of revolu- 
tionary patriots, or upon plains famous 
as historical battlefiulda, or 
upon 


cities 'A here inounments of bronze 
and stone commemorate the deeds of. 
battle born and veteran scared heroes. 


The warrior is a great man. 
It 


takes a bravo heart to face the can- 
non's fiery mouth on the battle Held. 
It takes a true courage to plant the 
banner of victory on the enemy's ram- 
parts. 
History refers with pride to 


the valor and courage of the conquer- 
ing hero who has carried a victorious 
arm into the heart of the enemy'H ter- 
ritory and before whose skill fortified 
cities have fallen and under whose 
stern necessity happy lands have been 
devastated. 
But there is a greater 
hero, upon whose brow the laurel 
wreath of success is more deserving to 
be placed. It ia the discoverer. 
Can 


we conceive of a courage more true, u 
fortitude more lasting, an ambition 
more noble, a self sacrifice that is 
greater than that with which the dis- 
coverer and pioneer niust^be endowed ? 
He leaves the altered circle of a happy 
home. 
He strikes boldly forth across 


tho lonely plain into a dark and un- 
known wilderness. 
Unseen enemies 


lurk on every side. 
With patient en- 


durance he penetrates *he inountnin 
fastness and on the lofty summit 
where never before the virgin soil has 
been marred by the footstep of man, 
Where never before has been heard the 
sound of human voice, he plants the 
banner of development and human 
progress. 


Such are the deeds of tho heroes 


whose names adorn the yet unwritten 
pages of Nevada's history. Such wero 
the deeds of our fathers who years ago 
left happy homes in the far away Kast 
to build up a new empirein tho golden 
West, who threaded their way across 
desert and mountain and settled amid 
the wilds and dangers of the unknown 
West, who against almost insurmount- 
able difficulties developed aod built up 
this State, who in hours of adversity 
were buoyed up by hope like a silver 
thread that ran through tho warp aud 
woof of their lonely lives, who tena- 
ciously clung to their purpose and died 
ia their work unrewarded, futare gener- 
ations tnjoy the fruits of their labor. 
The only monuments to these unknown 
heroes are the decaying slabs that point 
oat in the lontly desert where some trav- 
eller fell by tbe wayside, some crumb- 
ling mound on the mountain side where 
the miner fell in quest of silver treas- 
ure, the bleached bones on the desert 
and the lone cabin ou tbe mountain 
side over whose moss covered walls the 
soughing piuea sing a sad requiem to 
the memory of the departed pioneer. 
These humble monuments are richer 
and dearer in associated memories than 
scnlptored marble and moalded bronze. 
Deep in our hearts there is on imperish- 
able memory, a fond regret, a silent 
love, a holy veneration for the men 
•whose self sacrifice has* payed the way 
lor this and future generations success 
and prosperity. 
With sweet remem- 


brance we meet to-day to pay tribute to 
and keep freeb in oar memory the rec- 
ollection of nature's greatest noblemen 
—the western pioneer. 
They have 


passed and daily are passing beyond tbe 
silent river to meet their rewnrd beyond 
the skies. 


In the beautiful drama of Ion this in- 


stinct of 
immortality so eloquently 


uttered by tbe death-devoted Greek 
must find a ready response in every 
thoughtful soul. 
About to sacrifice his 


young being to fate, his beloved Cle- 
manthe auks him if they shall meet 
again, to which be replied: "I have 
asked (hat question of the hills that era 
eternal, of the streams that flow on for- 
ever, of the stars, among whose azure 
paths I have so lately walked. They 
were all dumb. Bat when I gaze upon 
thy beauty there is a love that mantles 
through that tells me it cannot wholly 
perish. We shall meet again Cleman- 
the." 
As we stand here to-day and re- 


call the deeds of valor and courage of 
the honest and open-hearted pioneer we 
cannot doubt but that the recording 
angel beyond the azure blue, within tbe 
splendor of that eternal mansion beyond 
the skies, with pen dipped in the undy- 
ing and immortal fires of glory has 
written by tbe name of that American 
hero, General Grant, the name of the 
western pathfinder, John C, Fremont, 
and with equal justice has placed with 
the names of the valiant soldier of the 
civil war the names of the vast army of 
early pioneers of the golden West. 


Nevada's history is yet in the future. 


It is unwritten. We are confronted 
to-day with the most serious consider- 
ations for our State's 'welfare and 


futute. There is no denying the.fact 
that for twenty-five years we have 
been on a steady decline. 
The men 


who early settled this State C'line here 
to get rich, with no thought of settling 
here permanently. They have dug 
our millions out, which have gone to 
beautify and develop other 
lands. 


Tho wealth produced by Nevada has 
created the marvels of modern science 
of the nineteenth century. 


The present generation of men who 


have gained wealth, fame, name and 
reputation in this State, who are 
about to pass from the stage of active 
life, have hardly began to develop the 
rpsourcos in this State. The work for 
the future of this State lies in the 
hands of her young men. 


We, ixs young men, ought to study 


the great problems of this State's wel- 
fare—the silver question and tho irri- 
gation question. Acquaint ourselves 
with the needs of tha State, devise 
ways and means for the future of tho 
State, take a hand in her politics, and 
I can say on behalf of the young men 
of Nevada that we intend to stay here 
and fight it out on this line if it takes 
the lest of our lives, and that if we 
ever get wealth it will ha expended 
in building up our State, and not in 
beautifying other States and cities. 


Tho present generation of 
young 


men growing ap in thin Slate who 
are independent in thought nod in ac- 
tion, over whom the smiles of tbe poli- 
tician will avail nothing; over whom 
the offer of gold will have no power! 
who have the welfare of this State at 
heart. 


We see all around us development 


iu every form. Southern California 
was once as forbidding a desert as any 
part of Nevada. Capital, advertising' 
and energy has made her the granary 
of the world. 
Utah, similarly situ- 


ated, is a land of happy homes of en- 
terprise and is a rich territory. Idaho, 
on the north, is fast becoming a great 
State. Arizona, on the south, is forg- 
ing ahead, and we alone are being left 
in the roar. Why is it? Not that wo 
are so differently climatically situated, 
not that we have not the resources, 
not that we have not the possibilities; 
but that every cent taken from the 
State haa been used in building up 
other States, that her citizens are not 
public spirited enough, that in older 
to support a class of politicians we are 
being taxed to death. 


We with oar 45,000 people covering 


an immense area of Territory wo occupy 
a most aoiqna position in the Union. 
We, whose leading industry is silver 
mining, are taking up the fight ou tha 
financial question wnich is tbe greatest 
National issue to-day, &nd taking the 
load in it. 


Onr reprooiititive-j, both in and out 


of Congress, to-day are the recognized 
leaders of tbe world's finances. Their 
logic is more effectual thau mouoy in 
dealing wilh this great question upon 
tbe issue of which wo me to survive or 
perUb. 
Men HO tur above p u tiB'jnship 


that they are I rond-gang d *l .tesiuouin 
every respect, who bavu mom i, flupnoe 
in the Coiifties.-t of tbe United States 
Ibnn any other members of (hat August 
body, whose fearless attitude, whose 
very inspiration, whose loyalty to this 
State will be the means of restoring the 
white metal to its proper position. 


Another great question upon which 


the young men of Nevada ought to 
educate themselves is the irrigation 
question. In reality the most perma- 
nent foundation upon 
which 
any 


State can build permanency is her 
agricultural possibilities. An acre of 
mining ground may become exhausted 
and worthless in a year and cense to 
produce. 
An acre of farming land 


produces for years and grows each 
year more valuable and is a source 
continually of revenue; gives labor to 
man and sustains for years a popula- 
tion. 


While the mining interests of this 


State great as they are are, ujay bo 
eventually exhausted, her agricultural 
resources never oun. 
Whence ontni>s 


the power, the wealth, the influence .of 
America? From her farming resource u. 
Sudden wealth produces a rnonied aris- 
tocracy; tho equal acquisition of wealth 
Blnwly a free people. 


Everything in God's plan has n place 


in the economy of uatnio. 
In tbe 


early stages of the world's history, be- 
fore men became civilized und pro- 
gressed ttrough competition, they set- 
tled in (bo fertile valleys of the world 
where (he greatest results could be pro- 
duced from the least amount of labor. 
Aa the world became populated and 
these valleys all settled np the popula- 
tion crowded out, and Battled on those 
spots where Nature, by rains, irrigated 
the soil, rather than by inundation. 
Tbe nest move brought the people far- 
ther back upon the higher plains where 
their ingenuity had to be exerted in or- 
der to devise means to irrigate tbe land. 
Aa they had to put forth more effort and 
competition to become greater they be- 
came more civilized and enlightened. 
Tbas tbe world has become populated 
and civilized until at last caught but 
the arid regions of the enrth uro left. 
Spots that fifty years ago were said to 
be impossible of irrigation nre to-day 
thriving lands ol progress. 
As the 


population of America grows it crowds 
farther west and into those less favored 
localities where great labor ia required 
to produce wealth. Tbe day is not far 
distant when these arid regions must 
succumb to the demands of civilization 
and become prosperous farming com- 
munities. 
Whether it be by the in- 


genuity of man, through the expendi- 
ture of money or by the hidden power 
of science that shall cause unwilling 
clouds to yield np their precious stores, 
it matters not but it will come. 


Upon this important topic we cannot 


be too well informed, and as much 
depends on the result we should 
closely watch it, for in reality who else 
than the young men of Nevada are to 
be benefitted 
by 
this 
movement

Au Army of "Poor" Employees. 


To look »f ter the city's standing army 


of dependents and delinquents requires a 
big official force. There are three com- 
missioners with $3,000 a year each, a 
secretary who gets $2,300 and a staff of 
eleven at the central office, besides the 
superintendent of the outdoor poor and 
sis assistants. 


There are 43 employees at the Tombs, 


including 4 physicians nnd 4 matrons. 
There are 81 employees in the district 
prisons (Jefferson Market, Essex Market, 
Yorkville and Harlem), 72 employees at 
the Bellevue hospital, besides 54 trained 
female nurses, a chemist and 3 assist- 
ants, and 60 male nurses and employees. 


There is a staff of 13 at the Qouverneur 


hospital, of 10 at the Harlem hospital, 
of 130 at the Charity hospital on Black- 
well's island, of 83 at the penitentiary, 
of 43 in the almshouse, of 45 in the work- 
house, of 250 in the city insane asylum, 
of 50 in the Ward's island hospital, of 
300 on Randall's and Ward's islands, of 
22 at the Hart's island workhouse, of 
150 at the Hart's island asylum, of 73 at 
the Islip asylum and of 18 in the store- 
house department on Blackwell's island.
